The upcoming 
presidential election 
will undoubtedly 
become one of the 
most important in our 
nation’s history.

new one deployed, 


ABORTION 

Mondale: Opposes a 
constitutional 
amendment to 
prohibit abortion, 
Reagan: Supports the 
amendment, 


SCHOOL PRAYER 
Mondale: Opposes a 
constitutional 
amendment to provide 
for silent or spoken 
school prayer. 


Reagan: Supports the 
amendment, 


GRENADA 

Mondale: Opposed 
invasion, 

Reagan: Executed 
invasion, 


LEBANON 

Mondale: Opposed 
deployment of 
marines; supported 
pullout although he 
thought it came too 
late, 

Reagan; Deployed 
marines, pulled them 
out some time later 
after 200 deaths, 


VEQUAL RIGHTS 
AMENDMENT 
Mondale: Supports, 
Reagan: Opposes, 


DEFENSE SPENDING 
Mondale: Will 
increase, but les 
than Reagan will, 
Reagan: Will increase 
more than Mondale. 
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The year 1984 
must be remembered 
as a turning point in 
American politics. 
This is the first time 
in the entire history 
of the United States 
that a black and a 
woman have sought 
election to the 
highest two political 
offices in the land. 
All I can say is "It's 
about time!" Women 
and minorities have 
played second fiddle 
to white men in this 
country long enough! 
Jesse Jackson and 
Gerldine Ferraro 
have become models 
for the youns people 
of America to admire 
and emulate. 


The history of 
women and the 
political process is 
one which the United 
States cannot be 
proud of.  Shunned 
from office. holdinge 
and voting until 1920, 
women .were denied 
their righis.as 
American citizens. 
Even after they had 
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won the franchise, 
ladies were 
discouraged from 
exercizing their vote 
or forming political 
opinions. Wives were 
often  coerced into 
holding the sane 
political views as 
their husbands, 

A great deal has 
changed in the past 
decade, but women 
have still not 
achieved political 
parity with men. 
Currently, they make 
up only 2% of the 
Senate and almost 5% 
of the House of 
Representatives, 
Hopefully this will 
change in the 1984 
elections. 

It's time for the 
men of this country 
to acknowledge the 
fact that women are 
as capable as they 
are. A look at the 
success of the few 
women who do not 
hold public office - 
hiargaret Heckler, 
Elizabeth Dole, and 
Diane Feinstein, for 
example-proves that 
women do indeed 
have a great capacity 
for leadership. In 

other countries, 
notably Great 
Britain, and India, 
women have held top 
political positions for 
many years and have 
led their nations 
capably. 












Minorities, too 
must be given the 
Opportunity to prove 
themselves in the 
political world. 
Unwanted prejudices 
and bigotry have kept 
them from attaininc 
tüe positions they 
rightfully deserve. 
But the year 1984 
may prove to be the 
impetus for a 
movement for change. 

Maybe the 
women and minorities 
of America will wake 
up this year and 
realize that they do 
belong in the 


Govorner's seat, the . 


Capital, and the 


White House. And 
maybe, just maybe, 
the narrow ; 


chauvanistic attitudes 
of many Americans 
will give way to a 
new open-mindedness, 
Hopefully, the time 
will eventually come 
when a candidate is 
judged not by his or 
her sex, creed, or 
color, but by the 
leadership qualities 
which he or she 
manifests. Perhaps in 
the future, Americans 
will gain enough 
maturity to cast 
away their prejudices 
and false 
assumptions, and 
choose their leaders 
for the reasons that 


really matter.

“Madame President” are two words 
that have never been spoken in the 
White House, but while this country 
has not had a women President, there 
have been two women who have 
been serious candidates for that of- 
fice. 

A century ago — May 19, 1872 — 
the first woman in history was nomi- 
nated for the presidency of the United 
States. Her name was Victoria Claflin 
Woodhull. 

At that time, the law prohibited 
ner from voting in the 1872 election 
when she was the candidate of the 
National Radical Reformers, a splin- 
ter group of the National Woman 
Suffrage Association. Her running 
mate was Frederick Douglass, the dis- 
tinguished black orator and anti- 
slavery leader. 

Mrs. Woodhull and Mr. Douglass 
received no electoral votes and only 
scattered popular votes. Republican 
Ulysses S. Grant won a second term 
as President. 

The oniv other woman to run for 
President was Mrs. Belva Lockwood. 
She was nominated by the Equal 
Rights Party in 1884 and again in 
1888. A lawyer, she successfully ral- 
lied support for a Congressional act 
permitting women to practice before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

In 1920, 48 years after Mrs. Wood- 
hulls nomination as the first woman 
presidential candidate, the 19th 
amendment, giving women the right 
to vote. was passed by the states.

With exhuberance, 
she explained; “The 
purpose of education 
is to help the student 
to communicate and 
be a part of society. 
Most of the 
communicating 
processes are oral; 
therefore, 1 feel that 
the oral skills learned 
through Forensics 
wil help in every 
classroom, every 
college, every job, 
everyday!" 

I asked about 
the numerous 
tournaments that 
students attend. "Iin 
my opinion ] think 
everyone can be a 
winner. I define a 
winner as a person 
who can (1) have a 
good time, (2) learn 
something, and (3) 
have the courage to 
go out for the 
tournaments. Trophies 
are secondary." 

Mrs. Kopelison 
has great plans for 
this year's students. 
"There is untapped 
talent here, and we 
have the makings of 
a championship 
school.

Besides having 
fun, .Mrs. Kopelson 
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informed me that a 
student has much to 
gain through joining 
Forensics. "A student

which are essential 
elements within the 
Colonia High School 
curriculum and 
absolutely necessary 
elements of life."

OMEN: MORE ‘INTUITIVE’ 

Many studies, among them research 
conducted at Harvard University by 
Robert Rosenthal and judith Hall, 
confirm that women really are more 

intuitive” than men. This means 
they're better at picking up nonverbal 
clues such as facial expressions, body 
language, voice tone, ete. 

But why? 

A recent article in Woman’s Day 
magazine points out psychologists 
themselves do not agree on the ex- 
planation. Some think “feminine in- 
tuition” is physiological because wom- 
en have a different kind of brain func- 
tion. Others think it’s the result of 
genet programming. In man’s early 

ays, a mother’s nonverbal sensitivity 
might have improved her child's 
chances of survival. Still others be- 
lieve it’s culturally conditioned — a 
survival skill that enables women to 
accommodate to male dominance. 

In her book Toward a New Psychol- 
ogy of Women, Jean Baker Miller 
agrees: “Subordinates know much 
more about the dominants than vice 
versa. They have to. They become 
highly attuned to the dominants so 
as to predict their reactions of plea- 
sure and displeasure. Here, I think, is 
where the long history of feminine 
intuition and feminine wiles begins. 
It seems clear that these mysterious 
gifts are in fact skills, developed 
through practice, in reading signals, 
both verbal and nonverbal.”
